'Panic buy’ fury at £3m 
school office block bid

PLANS to buy a former office block for £3 mil¬ 
lion and turn it into a school for 210 pupils 
have come under fire. 

Northamptonshire County Council has been 
accused of‘panic buying’ the site, in Cliftonville 
Road, Northampton, to convert it into an 
annexe for Abington Vale Primary School next 


September. The idea for the site, which is 1.5 
miles from the school, will go to the council’s 
cabinet on Tuesday for approval. The average 
cost of building a traditional new primary 
school is about £6m. 

There has been ‘unprecedented demand’ for 
school places, as previously reported in the 
Herald & Post, meaning seven schools need to 
be enlarged, including Earl Spencer Primary 
School in Northampton and Weedon Bee 


Primary School in Weedon. Across the county 
3,150 extra places are needed. 

Headteacher Eliza Hollis, who runs three 
schools - Tiffield, Whittlebury and Stoke 
Bruerne - is ‘shocked’ at the plans being made 
before trying to fill the rural schools first. 

She said: “I still only have 21 students here. 
Surely it would cost a lot less than £3m to bus 
some children out to us. 

“I don’t think parents are being given the 


option to come to rural schools. Most would 
jump at the chance. 

“An office block in the middle of town is 
hardly suitable.” 

Cllr Chris Stanbra, deputy leader of the 
Liberal Democrats, said the council had ‘failed 
to plan for growth’, adding: “Now they are 
proposing to panic buy an office block and 
teach children there. That is entirely

'Supermarket capital’ rap for town plan 


A DEVELOPMENT planned for Towcester would 
make it the ‘supermarket capital’ of the county, 
opposition councillors have blasted. 

The Moat Lane regeneration has come under 
fire from the Liberal Democrats again as South 
Northamptonshire Council [SNC] plans a public 
exhibition before hoping to submit an 
application in a few weeks. 

The proposal for the regeneration sets out 
plans for new retail units, businesses, homes 
and ‘public space’. 

At the centre of the scheme will be a 
community building for use by residents and 
visitors to the town. SNC and the police will 
both be located there. 

Towcester Lib Dem Councillor Lisa Samiotis 
said: “I expected a development that my child¬ 


ren, in years to come, could be proud of. Giving 
Towcester a legacy as supermarket capital of 
Northamptonshire is crazy. 

“This plan offers yet more high cost executive 
houses. There’s nothing of what Towcester 
people need.” 

Councillor Andrew Wilby, chairman of SNC, 
said: “Moat Lane is the best thing to happen to 
Towcester for centuries and sets a construct¬ 
ive scene for the next 100 years. 

“It is about extending the town centre to cope 
with a larger population in advance of the 
housing development.” 

The exhibition will take place at The Mill in 
Towcester from 10am-8pm on Wednesday and 
Thursday and from 10am to 4pm next Friday 
and Saturday. 


Upset mum’s plea after 
protests at pitch tribute

A MEETING will be held tonight to 
discuss what have now become 
‘controversial' plans to create a foot¬ 
ball pitch in memory of a young man 
who died suddenly. 

The proposal has come under fire 
from some residents in Far Cotton, 
Northampton, who do not think the 
location - in Delapre Park - is suitable. 

Gail Butcher, whose footballer son 
Richard - who grew up in the town - 
died on January 9 last year, wishes to 
create the community pitch in memo¬ 
ry of him. 

Pam Varnsverry believes Mrs 
Butcher should look for a different 
area of land. She said: “There are 
many different opinions about what 
should happen here. I am all for what 
Mrs Butcher is trying to do in memory 
of her son, but the pitch does not need 


to be there. It is an important heritage 
site and the people of Battlefield are 
also very much against it. 

“We think it is also going to affect the 
pony club which is based near there. 
There are many other places it could 
be in Northampton.” 

Mrs Butcher is upset by what she 
says are ‘personal attacks’ on her fam¬ 
ily: “It is really hard that this has been 
made into this. It is important to us 
that the pitch is here in this communi¬ 
ty - we can’t just go anywhere. 

“I just want people to come to this 
meeting to find out what is really 
going on, rather than listening to 
rumours.” 

Richard was 29 when he died at his 
home in Manchester from what his 
parents were told was ‘adult cot death 
syndrome’.

inappropriate and unsuitable. Children 
should go to school in schools, not 
office blocks. 

“Parents pay their taxes and expect a 
level of competence, particularly when 
it comes to their children’s education. 
Yet again the Conservatives are letting 
local families down.” 

“As a final insult there are scores of 
middle school sites left lying empty after 
another spectacular Conservative blun¬ 
der - their botched attempts to sell off 
school sites a few years back. 

“If they hadn’t been so incompetent 
then maybe they would have the cash for 
new buildings. If they weren’t so incom¬ 
petent now maybe they could use some 
of those sites on a temporary basis. 

“The truth is that the whole saga of 


school places and education in 
Northamptonshire is a damning indict¬ 
ment of the Conservatives’ incompe¬ 
tence and failure.” 

Councillor Andrew Grant, cabinet 
member for children, learning and 
skills, said: “The school planning 
process ensured we had planned for the 
places that we knew we would need, 
using a combination of birth data and 
housing development figures. 

“The issue here in Northamptonshire 
and across the country is the unexpect¬ 
ed increase in pupil numbers as a result 
of inward migration to the county. 

“While we have surplus land and 
buildings elsewhere in Northampton 
town, they aren’t in the areas where we 
have the population pressure and we 
really don’t want to be transporting 


small children by bus away from their 
local communities. We’re now looking at 
the middle school sites as we plan 
ahead for the new secondary school 
that we know we’ll be needing in six 
years time to accommodate this current 
swell in numbers. 

“Although office accommodation is 
not a conventional classroom environ¬ 
ment, we do have a highly-acclaimed 
education research project, Learnspace 
in Corby, and we’ll be using that to apply 
the best of design innovation for educa¬ 
tion settings and translate the latest 
thinking and research about learning 
environments into reality.” 

The meeting is also expected to 
approve the start of a consultation 
process to enlarge another 11 schools, 
seven of which are in Northampton. 
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Pool repairs after eight swimmers hurt by broken lamp 


AT least eight people were injured when 
they went swimming when an 
underwater glass lamp broke. 

The Herald & Post received a report 
that swimmers had been cut when they 
used the pool at Towcester Centre for 
Leisure that was later discovered to 
have been caused by broken glass in the 
water. 

The lamp has now been fixed and an 
investigation has been started into the 


incident. Brian Taylor, chairman of 
Towcester Leisure Trust, said: “We are 
concerned about the incidents and have 
undertaken a thorough investigation. 

“At first we found some small items 
which we believe caused the earlier cuts 
but on further investigation we found a 
lamp to have broken. 

“Our staff, once aware of the problem, 
cleared the pool and removed the glass 
immediately. 


“The underwater glass has been 
replaced and checks made to other 
units to ensure they are safe. 

“This is a very unusual and rare 
incident and I am very sorry for those 
individuals who have received minor 
cuts. 

“We would like to reassure our 
customers that their safety is 
paramount and we have taken all steps 
possible to ensure the area is safe.” 


Paralympic sponsor’s 
targeted by protesters

PROTESTERS took to the street to 
highlight what they call the ‘hypocrisy’ 
of a company which looks over 
disability benefits sponsoring the 
Paralympic Games. 

The group of around 30 took to the 
Northampton office of Atos - the compa¬ 
ny which carries out Work Capability 
Assessments - in Gladstone Road on 
Tuesday to campaign against the compa¬ 
ny. 

Ellen Clifford, from Disabled People 
Against Cuts (DPAC), said: “It is massive¬ 
ly hypocritical for this company to be 
part of the Paralympic Games. 

“There has been a rise in hate crime 
against disabled people after recent 
Government announcements and the 
public believe 70 per cent of disabled 
people are committing benefit fraud, 
when it is more accurately about 0.5 per 
cent. 

“Atos are contributing to cutting 
disability benefits by 20 per cent.” 

Dave Green, from Unite, said: “We are 
concerned that the Government is 
attacking disabled benefits and trying to 
impose strict regulations with regards to 
them. 


“Atos is contracted by Government to 
perform tests on disabled people. Atos is 
sponsoring the Paralympic Games, trying 
to get a good name for themselves, while 
also helping cut benefits for the dis¬ 
abled.” 

An Atos spokeswoman said: “We fully 
respect people’s right to peaceful protest 
and we understand this is a highly emo¬ 
tive issue. 


“We do not make decisions on people’s 
benefit entitlement or on welfare policy 
but we will continue to make sure the 
service that we provide is as highly pro¬ 
fessional and compassionate as it can be. 

“At Atos we have proudly supported the 
Paralympics Movement for a decade. We 
hope people will view the Games, as we 
do, as an opportunity to celebrate sport¬ 
ing achievement.”

COUNCILLORS at the county 
council are the ‘cheapest’ in the 
country, new figures show. 

The statistics, collated by the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, show that the 
basic allowance for Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council (NCC) 
members is £7,086. 

This is the lowest rate for any 
county council in England, with 
Nottinghamshire rated the highest 
with councillors being awarded 
£12,906 per year, at least. 

Each council representative gets 
a basic rate for their role, plus any 


additional expenses for chairing 
committees. 

A spokeswoman for NCC said: 
“National research shows that 
councillors spend an average of 
around 18 hours per week on 
council business. 

“Under employment legislation, 
councillors who are employed are 
entitled to ‘reasonable’ time-off to 
fulfil their role but there is no 
requirement for that to be paid 
leave. Our basic allowance is 
intended to bridge that gap. 

“The last increase was in 2006, 
subsequent proposals from the 
Independent Panel for Councillor 
Allowances for allowances to be 


increased have since been reject¬ 
ed by councillors.” 

Once a boundary review is 
completed, which will see a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of councillors, 
the authority will consider the 
allowance scheme again. 

Matthew Sinclair, chief executive 
of the Taxpayers’ Alliance said: 
“Local people should be able to 
see how much cash their council¬ 
lors are taking in allowances and 
compare the cost with nearby 
councils. 

“This kind of transparency will 
allow them to decide for them¬ 
selves whether they are getting 
good value for money.”

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Town centre revamp projects back in the spotlight 


THE future of a town centre will 
be top of the agenda next week.

Expert brought in 
to fix fountain bug

IT is not the first time the council 
has had to disinfect the town’s 
fountain from bacteria, we can 
reveal. 

A Freedom of Information (FOI) 
request shows that last September, 
testing of the water feature in Market 
Square, Northampton, showed TVC, 
E-coli and Coliforms were present. 

Last week, the Herald & Post 
explained how the council had 
waited five days to tell the public 
that the fountain had been turned 
off because Legionella and E.coli 
bacteria had been discovered. 

And now, the authority has 
asked an 'independent expert’ to 
advise how to stop it happening 
again. 

The authority was aware of the 
presence on August 13 and 
turned the fountain off the next 
day but claimed when the H&P 
asked on August 15 that this was 
due to high winds. 

On August 17 a press release was 
issued explaining it had been 
turned off because of the bacte¬ 
ria. 

The FOI response shows that 
between August 5, 2010 and 


September 29 last year there was 
one occasion when high levels of 
bacteria were found. 

The fountain, which was 
opened in May 2010, is still 
turned off. 

It was also switched off earlier in 
the year when drought restric¬ 
tions were in place across the 
region. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, 
cabinet member for regeneration, 
enterprise and planning, said: “In 
September 2011 one test of the 
fountain found traces of E-coli, 
TVC and Coliforms. 

“This alerted us to change the 
settings in the disinfection 


system. This was dealt with quick¬ 
ly, the follow-up test was clear 
and at no point was there any 
danger to public health because 
we are testing for incredibly low 
levels of bacteria. 

“Currently we are going through 
a process of disinfecting the 
fountain and will be testing and 
re-testing the water quality so we 
can feel confident to switch it 
back on again. 

“We have asked an independent 
expert to suggest improvements 
to the water feature and whether 
there is anything else we can do to 
further reduce the likelihood of 
this happening again.”

eading to the polls

IN 77 days the public will take to 
the polls to vote in the country’s 
first ever Police and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) elections 
for each force. 

Currently a Police Authority has 
been the ‘watchdog’ of the local 
police force. But under new 
Government proposals - which 
were given Royal Assent on 
September 15 last year - they are 
to be abolished and replaced by 
one person, voted for by 
constituents. 

It is not a decision that has 
been welcomed with open arms 
by many, with the Liberal 
Democrats being the most 


fervently opposed to the change. 
Police Authorities normally have 
17 members, nine councillors 
appointed by the council and 
eight independent members. 

They set the police force budg¬ 
et and decide how much money 
to raise towards the cost of polic¬ 
ing through the local council tax. 
This is called the ‘policing 
precept’. 

When it comes to the vote, on 
November 15, it will not be the 
traditional ‘first past the post’ 
system used in the general 
election, but the supplementary 
vote system. 

Voters will be asked to select 
their first and second prefer¬ 
ences for the PCC and if no 
candidate gains 50 per cent of 


the first preference votes, the two 
candidates with the highest 
number of first preference votes 
go forward to a second round of 
counting. 

In the second round of count¬ 
ing, ballots with a first preference 
for a candidate that did not get 
into the top two will be reallocat¬ 
ed according to the second pref¬ 
erence indicated in the ballot 
paper. 

Whichever of the top two 
candidates has the most votes 
after these second-preferences 
have been allocated is declared 
the winner. Get it? 

So, from November 22 one 
person will replace this model 
and be responsible for the 
various powers that the authority

Shovels at the ready for 
offenders this winter 

YOUNG offenders will once again be asked 
to dig in to help the elderly by clearing any 
snowfall. 

A pilot scheme which saw criminals clear 
some footpaths last winter will be repeated by 
Northamptonshire County Council. 

Funded by the NHS, and run in partnership 
with Northamptonshire Probation Trust, the 
scheme aims to reduce the number of trips, 
slips and falls that pedestrians experience and 
reduce the anticipated call on NHS services. 

The priority areas will be those used by 
elderly residents such as health centres, 
community centres and shops. 

The recommendation is set to be approved by 
the council’s cabinet at a meeting this week. 

The authority is also looking to change the 
start and finish of the gritting period. 

Until now the winter season, defined as when 
contracted gritting crews are on standby, runs 
between October 1 and April 30. However, in 
the past seven winters the start of the 
operational season has ranged from October 
19 to November 30, while the end has ranged 
from March 15 to April 14. 

It is proposed to change this so the 
operational season ties in with the weather 
forecast. 

This flexible approach has the potential to 
reduce standby payments, which are currently 
£8,000 per week. 


‘Accident in the making’ 
fears of lorry firm boss

A BOSS of a haulage firm fears a family 
with young children could be killed at a 
notorious roundabout in the county. 

Clive Hodgkinson, managing director of 
Northampton-based C Butts Ltd, is 
scared there is an accident waiting to 
happen at what he feels is a badly 
designed area on the A6 between 
Finedon and Burton Latimer. 

Mr Hodgkinson is concerned a lorry 
could tip over due to a sharp incline. 

He said: “There is an uphill incline 
which makes drivers swing to the left and 
then to the right to go around the round¬ 
about. 

“Any HGV with a heavy load of two 
pallets could at a certain speed have an 
accident. 

“The motion of the trailer and the 
vehicle going in another direction could 
lead it to roll over. 

“I just hope that it does not roll over on 
to a car containing a family with young 
children. This is an accident in the 
making.” 


The roundabout has been built by 
Taylor Wimpey East Midlands which is 
constructing a new housing estate near 
by. 

Its managing director, Dominic 
Harman, said: “The roundabout was 
designed and approved by 
Northamptonshire County Council 
before any construction work was 
commenced. 

“The new roundabout was inspected by 
Northamptonshire County Council 
during the construction period and a 
final inspection was undertaken by the 
council and its consultants before the 
new road layout was opened up for use. 

“A stage three safety audit, which is 
standard procedure for highway works of 
this nature, has been carried out and we 
remain in discussion with 
Northamptonshire County Council. 

“We are aware of the letter C Butt Ltd 
has sent to the council, which again is 
being considered as part of the final 
safety audit. We continue to assist 
Northamptonshire County Council and 
its consultants on all matters in respect of 
this approved design.”

Sentencing him at 
Northampton Crown Court, he 
said: “You were, of course, caught 
red-handed by the police. It has to 
be said, yet again, that heroin is 
the most dangerous drug 
commonly supplied in this coun¬ 
try.

“The matter in your case is 
aggravated by the fact you already 
have a conviction for supplying 
and being in possession. 

“The magistrates handed you a 
lenient sentence on that occasion 
and you paid no heed to it and 
have continued to take and 
supply the drug. 

“Even last year you were dealt 
with for failing to comply, which 
has plainly not worked.” 

Judge Bray also ordered the 
destruction of the drugs.

THROUGHOUT his entire rugby 
career, Rhys Oakley has always had 
to battle hard for everything.
